In this election year it seems 
that all the local candidates for of¬ 
fice agree that increasing the 
number of housing is integral to 
the development and growth of 
Romulus. More homes mean 
more people which will lead to 
shopping malls, entertainment, 
and upscale restaurants say the 
politicians. Mayor Bill Oakley re¬ 
cently commented that it has been 
30 years since homes have been 
built in Romulus. 

However, in this community, 
that has gone several decades 
without housing development, de¬ 
veloper Joe Jaglois sees great op¬ 
portunity, and need. He has cho¬ 
sen an area in southwest Romu¬ 
lus, on the edge of Romulus and 
the ever growing community of 
Belleville, to build a new neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The new 44 acre planned com¬ 
munity is based in the rural set¬ 
ting off Hannan Road just South 
of Barth Road, and will hold 72 
homes, each with a V 2 an acre lot 
The homes begin at $189,900 fea¬ 
turing 1500 square foot Ranches 
and 2700 square foot Cape Cods. 
All the homes include basements, 
high heat furnaces and water 
heaters, central air, and two to 
three car garages. 

The homes come 80% pre-as- 
sembled, and take only one day to 
place upon the foundation, and to 
be closed to the elements. The 
lumber, and interior is never ex¬ 
posed to the weather because it is 
built in a factory, decreasing prob¬ 
lems caused by traditional build¬ 
ing methods which take months to 
build, and expose the building 
materials to moisture which can 


cause problems such as black 
mold after the home is built 

The custom built manufactur¬ 
ing process is controlled, and 
boasts greater accuracy in build¬ 
ing as well as higher insulation 
standards. The manufacturer 
even gives a ten-year structural 
warranty on the house. Even 
though the houses come pre-built, 
they still have many custom fea¬ 
tures that allow for variation 
among the different homes. 
Home purchasers can choose 
from a variety of floor plans, and 
custom options including ceramic 
tiles, whirlpool tubs, and custom 
decks. 

“I see Romulus as a growing 
community. There is no doubt 
that they need more housing in 
the community,” said Jaglois. He 
added, “With the construction of 
the new runway coming into the 
airport, we thought that it would 
be a good idea for pilots and oth¬ 
ers moving to the area to have bet¬ 
ter housing available close to the 
airport” 

Jaglois noted the proximity of 
golf courses, and the Metro Park 
near by as well. He also felt that 
Romulus schools were another at¬ 
traction to the area He comment¬ 
ed, “Romulus schools are good. 
With their computers, and free 
child care until 8:00 PM. everyday 
for all elementary school stu¬ 
dents, it is an advantage for work¬ 
ing families.” 

Jaglois said that people who 
would be interested in the large 
lots, and country living with city 
conveniences are welcome to 
come and look at the models M-F 
from 9-5 pm, and weekends from 
noon to 5:00, but that they are 
closed on Thursdays. Those who 
would like more information can

Trisclclng firm offsrs $10,001 man!

Its been almost a year since the 
fire at the Central Transport 
trucking company on Ecorse 
Road. Police, the Department of 
Arms, Tobacco and Fire and di¬ 
rector of safety at Central Trans¬ 
port Randall Fields, are still look¬ 
ing for the arsonist 

They are offering a 50,000 dol¬ 
lar reward to any person who has 
information about the Fire that 
caused over 10 million dollars 


worth of damage. 

The fire started small, around 
door 104 inside the facility and 
consumed one-third of the build¬ 
ing before it extinguished. The 
company determined that the 
blaze destroyed 57 trailers, 900 
shipments of freight and caved the 
roof of the building. 

“20 miles west of Ann Arbor, I 
could see the smoke,” says Fields 
of when he was driving to Central 
Transport to investigate. 

During the investigation, the 
police and ATF had determined 


that it was definitely arson. They 
have the names of who had 
worked that day, who was on site 
and what equipment came in and 
out They have been following sev¬ 
eral lead and have not made any 
arrests. 

Since the fire, Central Trans¬ 
port has moved workers to what 
was an un-used part of the build¬ 
ing. They had to identify all the 
damaged freight and notify the 
customers, who in turn filed cargo 
claims which were settled by the 
company. 


The portion of the building that 
was damaged has been cleaned- 
up but is not in use. Says Fields, 
“We want to see the person or per¬ 
sons who did this brought to jus¬ 
tice.” The police, the ATF and 
Fields still remain in constant 
contact regarding the fire and any 
new information that may come 
up. 

One relief to those involved 
was that there was minimal chem¬ 
ical freight damage that could 
have made the fire worse or sent 
dangerous fumes into the air An¬ 


other was that not a single person 
was hurt during the fire.

Councilwoman

Sexual predator claims 
innocence, angry at public list 


She called on the weekend with the sad story. Af¬ 
ter conversing for a half hour I told her to mail, fax or 
e-mail the specifics because it needs to be told. Un¬ 
willing to reveal her name, I could tell I would proba¬ 
bly never hear from her again 

But it needs to be told, anyway. A middle-aged 
couple, she and her husband were convicted of as¬ 
saulting their four-year-old grandchild. She main¬ 
tains their innocence to this day, but on the advice of 
their lawyer, they plea-bargained, and ended up 
spending a year in jail. Now they are felons wearing 
the label of sexual predators. 

Teary-eyed with voice crackling, the woman chas¬ 
tised the newspaper for printing the names of sexual 
predators living in Belleville and Romulus. She 
claimed we were doing irreparable harm to her and 
others. 

Michigan Community Newspapers printed those 
lists after consulting our readers. You told us by an 
overwhelming margin that you wanted to see the 
names and addresses of those convicted of sex 
crimes in our newspaper. We complied. 

Somehow, we didn’t expect to hear from a preda¬ 
tor Just the word, itself makes us think of the sleazy 
old man lurking in the alley, looking for a seven-year- 
old girl to kidnap and rape. But this so-called preda¬ 
tor had a different story, and my view of the names 
on this list changed drastically. 

Back to the sad story. The couple was accused by 
their granddaughter of sexual assault It was her 
word against theirs. They claim the child was angry 
at them for imposing discipline. They claim they 
would never lay a hand on their daughter’s child, 
much less sexually abuse the kid. 

Apparently authorities felt otherwise. Compelling 
case or not the couple could get life or cop a plea, 
and get one-year or probation They took the latter to 
avoid a confrontational court battle with their grand¬ 
daughter and to get on with their lives. 


Little did 
they know 
that pleading 
guilty was al¬ 
most a “death 
sentence.” Af¬ 
ter serving 
their time, 
they now are 
prohibited 

from being with small children, cannot converse or 
be seen with other so-called sexual predators and 
must now report to the State four times a year. Addi¬ 
tionally they were required to take psychiatric class¬ 
es and are now publicly identified as sexual preda¬ 
tors by the state’s website and newspapers. 

The story is the same for many others. The bulk of 
the lists, according to the anonymous woman, are 
made up of people like you or I, who have had chil¬ 
dren turn on them, claiming they have done all types 
of terrible things, because they have tried to impose 
discipline. Sometimes the parents are guilty, other 
times they are not 

The anonymous couple have certainly paid an 
enormous price. As she says, murderers and drug 
dealers are not publicly condemned like sexual 
predators. “Where is their list?”she laments. 

Sad to say, there is no such list Law enforcement 
has bent over backwards to humiliate the sexual 
predator. Now it is time that those humiliation tactics 
be used against far worse crimes — like murder and 
drug dealing. 

The anonymous lady is right She and her hus¬ 
band will be labeled for life — they are the neighbors 
who sexually molested their grandchild. If they are 
truly innocent that is sad But even sadder, is the fact 
that they didn’t have a good enough lawyer to get 
them off. That’s where her anger should be directed. 



There but for one grace of God 


There is a superstition that 
celebrity deaths come in bunches 
of three. This last week across the 
country ? trio of accidents involv¬ 
ing dangerous chemicals caused 
at least five deaths and disrupted 
thousands of lives in a number of 
communities. 

Locally, in Riverview, a leaking 
railroad tank car filled with the 
highly flammable chemical 
methyl merecaptan exploded and 
caughtfire. 

Three workers were killed out¬ 
right and several had to be treated 
for inhalation of the fumes. Resi¬ 
dents from portions of four com¬ 
munities were evacuated for sev¬ 
eral hours. 

In Pennsylvania, another rail¬ 
road tank car exploded killing two 
workers. 

In Baltimore, a 62-car CSX 
freight train derailed in a tunnel. 
Several cars caught fire and an¬ 
other leaked hydrochloric acid. 
The smoke and intense heat from 
the fire prevented firefighters 
from attacking it for nearly two 
days. 

Traffic was snarled in the city 
for days and even the Internet was 
affected as cables in the tunnel 
melted. 

A bad as these tragedies were, 
they could have been much worse. 
In Riverview, a railroad tank car 
containing chlorine was being 
emptied when heat from the fire 
melted the connecting tube. Luck¬ 
ily, an automatic shutoff valve pre¬ 
vented dispersion of deadly chlo¬ 
rine vapors. 

In Baltimore several cars car¬ 
rying equally dangerous chemi¬ 
cals did not become involved in 
the fire. 

In communities across the 



country, residents were (or should 
have been) saying, “there but for 
the grace of God go we.” 

Transportation and storage of 
dangerous chemicals is a daily oc¬ 
currence throughout the nation. It 
is probably a minor miracle that 
more catastrophic accidents don’t 
occur. 

In Romulus, for instance, a 
number of companies transport 
and store extremely dangerous 
chemicals including the deadly 
chemical 

chlorine. Daily, a CSX train 
similar to the one in Baltimore 
rumbles through the heart of 
town. Some residents have la¬ 
beled it the “death train.” 

Another company transports 
and stores (underground) millions 
of gallons of liquid propane, a 
highly flammable petroleum prod¬ 
uct with explosive vapors. The air¬ 
port receives and stores highly 
volatile jet airplane fuel. Thanks 
to a compliant congress, the petro¬ 
leum-based products are not even 
classified as “hazardous.” 

The reader may have noticed 
the writer has not until now used 
the phrase, “hazardous materi¬ 
als.” There has been a running 
ten-year battle in Romulus to stop 
the operation of an EDS deep well 
that would inject liquid industrial 
wastes into a rock formation al¬ 
most a mile below the surface. 
The wastes are classified as “haz¬ 


ardous” by the U.S. government 
The stated fear is that, although 
the possibility is remote, the 
wastes could escape the rock for¬ 
mation and contaminate the 
drinking water supply some four 
thousand feet above. 

Local politicians have 
unashamedly called the industrial 
wastes the most dangerous chemi¬ 
cals known to man. This despite 
testimony they heard from the 
chemical expert on the site review 
board that the wastes EDS would 
be allowed to process, if spilled, 
would not explode, would not 
emit toxic fumes, would not catch 
fire and could not cause evacua¬ 
tions. 

Perhaps the most demagogic 
statement made was by mayoral 
assistant Dave Cox at a press con¬ 
ference held by gubernatorial 
candidate David Bonior at the 
proposed well site. Cox, who was 
recalled from his city council seat 
in Westland recently, said that Ro¬ 
mulus would have to spend signif¬ 
icant amounts of money to train 
and equip a hazardous material 
response team if the EDS well 
was allowed to go into operatioR 

While this writer does not con¬ 
test the need for such a team, de¬ 
spite the existence of county and 
downriver “hazmat” teams, to sug¬ 
gest that only the proposed well 
would make it necessary is politi¬ 
cal pandering of the worst kind on 
fears generated by years of exag¬ 
geration and outright disinforma¬ 
tion. 

Hopefully, the city will not 
prove that with a catastrophic 
event from the much more dan¬ 
gerous chemicals abounding in 
the community. 


Incinerator’s need for 
garbage sucks the 
life out of recycling 

Recycling is in the news again. 
Westland Councilman Jim God- 
bout is in charge of the committee 
and he is hoping for good things in 
terms of public education and 
possibly increasing the participa¬ 
tion of citizens in recycling efforts. 

I commend him and I support 
the task before the committee 
since clearly people across the 
country are supportive of recy¬ 
cling, but residents in Westland 
don’t want to have to pay fees on 
top of their trash fees to do so. 

The reality is — and our own 
public works director ought to ad¬ 
mit it — as long as Westland is 
tied to the incinerator, which re¬ 
quires tons of trash that we can’t 
provide, all materials going to re¬ 
cycling rather than to the burner 
costs us in terms of operating ex¬ 
penses.

Meet Cherry Hill’s village idiot 


When the Canton Township 
Board promised us a village on its 
339-acre Cherry Hill Historic Dis¬ 
trict, I was skeptical 

When I looked into my crystal 
ball, I saw five-lane highways, 
parking lots, and fry pits in Can¬ 
ton’s future, not cafes, art gal¬ 
leries, and second-storey lofts 
along narrow brick streets. 

What could prompt the Sprawl 
Capital of Southeastern Michigan 
to create a pedestrian community 
of charming homes on small lots 
in real neighborhoods; a commu¬ 
nity with a village square, small 
shops, and a theater, and wooded 
trails along the Rouge River? I 
asked myself when the plan was 
being debated. 

Had I given the matter some 
thought, I should have figured the 
answer: money. 

After two developers came up 
with a $2-million “donation” for a 
400-seat theater, then the town¬ 
ship board green-lighted the de¬ 
velopers’ plans for a 1,200 homes, 
condos, and apartments. 

Since then, the township has 
proved my initial skepticism 
wrong. 

Not only will there be a village 
of charming homes — even 
granny homes — but there will be 
alleys, small parks, 6.5 miles of 
paths and bicycle trails, and 19 
miles of sidewalks. 

Everything in the village will 
be within residents’ walking dis¬ 
tance. 

While all of these amenities 
are great, they are not unique to 
Cherry Hill Village. Other commu¬ 
nities have created villages that 
looked authentic. 

Before the first resident has 
moved in, Cherry Hill Village has 
gone beyond a village look. It has 
already produced a defining vil¬ 
lage character long thought to be 
distinct 

This pleases me because char¬ 
acters are what a traditional vil- 


feels he is above such standards?

While nobody has ever heard 
of a city idiot or a country idiot, 
everybody has heard of a village 
idiot Nobody has heard of a vil¬ 
lage without an idiot As Shake¬ 
speare should have said, “No id¬ 
iot no village.” 

Thus Cherry Hill Village could 
not pass the village test until it 
was graced with a village idiot 

Once again, I was skeptical. In 
this day and age of Ritalin, how 
could there be a village idiot? 

But for the second time, my 
skepticism was misplaced. 

Cherry Hill Village now has a 
village idiot 

While I was not lucky enough 
to meet the gentleman or shake 
his spittle-covered hand, I am fa¬ 
miliar with his foul-ups, particu¬

One of the reasons that urban 
planners can’t get traditional vil¬ 
lages to the drawing board fast 
enough is that traditional neigh¬ 
borhoods form healthy, relatively 
crime-free communities. 
(Doubters should compare the 
crime rate in traditional Celebra¬ 
tion, Fla. — where it took two 
years for the first violent crime — 
to the rate in sprawling Canton for 
an eye-opener.) 

Before the Cherry Hill Village 
Idiot altered the plans, the village 
had promised residents quaint 
streets with charming homes and 
pleasant shops. 

With one more building space 
available, someone could have ap¬ 
plied for a charter and built a tra¬ 
ditional schoolhouse. (According 
to some, Celebration’s only mis¬ 
take was not to build a traditional 
school. The resulting progressive 
school was the fly in the ointment) 

Instead, the Cherry Hill Village 
Idiot snuck up on the scene, 
flashed an Adam Sandler grin, 
and dumped a wheel of Limburg- 
er cheese at Ridge and Cherry 
Hill roads.

There are more than 80,000 
books on the shelves of the Wayne 
Public Library, according to li¬ 
brary officials. 

If you’re impressed by that vol¬ 
ume, then what if we add to those 
numbers the total library collec¬ 
tion - approximately 110,000 
items? 

Now, that’s big time reading, if 
you will. 


The library staff 
consists of 
26 persons , with 
11.7full tune 
employees 
available. 


“Wayne does have a first-class 
library,” says Lois Van Stipdonk, 
director “Not only does the li¬ 
brary have 80,000 books, but we 
also have 5,000 audio books and 
musical CDs, and about 4,500 
videos in our collection. 

“Last year alone, our staff han- 
dled 16,477 reference 
questions.Our residents and visi¬ 
tors keep our staff busy.” 

The library staff consists of 26 
persons, with 11.7 full time em¬ 
ployees available. 

Is it no wonder that the library 
is one of the busiest learning insti¬ 
tutions in the immediate area 9 

Funded by the City of Wayne 
and with a budget of $737,618 for 
the fiscal year 2001-2002, the li¬ 
brary is overseen by the Wayne 
Public Library Board of Trustees. 
Trustees are appointed for five- 
year terms by mayor and city 
council. Ed Marman presently 
serves as the president of the 
Board of Trustees. 

The library is obviously a main 
attraction for the children of the 
City of Wayne. 

Last year, according to library 
officials, more than 6,500 children 
attended programs at the library. 
Along with the books, there are al¬ 
so nine Internet accessible work¬ 
stations available for public use. 
However, identification is re¬ 
quired to use the Internet 

The Wayne Public Library is 
also affiliated with the Library 
Network Cooperative. The LNC is 
a consortium of more than 60 li¬ 
braries which are available for in¬ 
ter-library loan, for patrons to use 
materials available in the affiliat¬ 
ed libraries. 

“A library card from the Wayne 
Library,” stressed Van Stipdonk, 
“allows a person access to li¬ 
braries in most of the immediate 
area, including Canton Township, 
Westland, Livonia and Farming- 
torn” 

Created in February 1995, the 
new library was opened to the 
public in May, 1996. 

Opened seven days a week 
from September through May, 62 
hours per week, Monday through 
Thursday from 10 am. until 9 p.m. 
and on FHday and Saturday, from 
10 am to 5 p.m., the local library 
is also conveniently open on Sun¬ 
day, from 1 to 5 p.m. 

The library is closed on Sun¬ 
day, Memorial Day, through Labor 
Day, then resumes its regularly- 
scheduled hours during the 
school year * 

Presently, there are 9702 regis¬ 
tered book borrowers. 

“There is a saying around our 
library, that if a resident needs in¬ 
formation, if we don’t have it, we 
will get it for them.”
